White steered his way to a $43,000 
victory at the special town meeting 
Monday night. The $8,000 that the 
Board had asked for snow removal, 
anad the $35,000 asked for new 
equipment went through success- 
fully, with the chairman carrying 
the load for the Board against op- 
position thrown at him by the fi- 
nance committee and the Taxpay- 
ers’ association directions. 

The $8,000 was easy, but on the 
$35,000 considerable verbal opposi- 
tion developed on the purchase of 
a grader. President Joseph A. Mc- 
Carthy of the Taxpayers’ associa- 
tion recommended an appropriation 
of only $23,000 in accordance with 
the finance committee proposal, 

and then it started. The grader 
was the sore point, it being gener- 
ally conceded that a new tractor 
and a new heavy truck would be a 
good investment. The first argu- 
ment put up was that since the 
grader couldn't be purchased im- 
mediately, it should be put off un- 
til the annual town meetig. Mr. 
White backed by John F. O’Con- 
nell argued that since it would take 
quite a while to get the grader, it 
would be better to put the order in 
now insead of next March when 
other towns would be putting their 
orders in.
